George B. Scofield, in a few days, 


would have been sixty-five years old. 
He was born in Council Bluffs, Iowa, 
January 19, 1865. He was married 
at Missouri Valley, Iowa, September 
24, 1890, to Miss Delia S. Cole. Mr. 
Scofield made his first trip to Cali- 
fornia in 1891, and the family moved 
to California in 1899, living two 
years in Los Angeles. They moved 
to Covina in 1901, and Mr. Scofield 
built the home the family has occu- 
pied at the corner of Citrus and Bow- 
land avenues. Mr. Scofield was a ma- 
chinist by trade and worked for sev- 
eral years in the Puente oil fields, 
afterwards acquiring citrus property 
and becoming prominently identified 
with the industry in the valley. 


Mr. Scofield was at the time of his 


death president of the Covina Valley 
Fumigating company, .a "director in 
the Covina Fruit Exchange, a direct 
or of the Covina Orange Growers' 
association.

Rainfall Mark 


Now Ahead of 


Last Season 


Up to Thursday noon, the season's 


rainfall in Covina city and valley 
registered 6.50 inches, as against 
5.90 .at the same time last year. 


Rainfall figures vary materially 


in different parts of the valley, ac- 
cording to wind currents. 
Some 


gauges in the southwestern part of 
the upper San Gabriel valley regis- 
tered nearly a half inch more than 
in .the immediate Covina territory. 
There is a genuine variation of rain- 
Pall to be found in even a quarter 
of a mile. 


The last rainfall was accompanied 


by greatly moderated weather, with 
yesterday (Thursday) a warm day 
and with sunshine, altbo plenty of 
jLlpuiJt WPVP driftjujroverhend- 'Mo> 
rain is 'predicted before the week 
end. "

Upper mountain ranges are cover- 


ed with a heavier • snowfall than in 
several years, which means an im- 
mense amount of water stored to 
come down the canyons later in the 
season. Storms of the past ten days 
have been of incalculable beutfit to 
the fruit and agricultural areas all 
over the Pacific coast. 


The low fall of snow on the San 


Jose hills, extending to within IOC 
yards of the reservoir at the end of 
Hollenbeck street, has recalled to 
mind earlier incidents of this kind. 
Judge Benjamin Hayes, who settled 
in Los Angeles in 1850, recorded in 
his diary, under date of January 13 
1861, that he was stopping at the 
Bowland ranch and that there was 
snow on the San Jose hills. 


Mrs. J. B. Elliott also recalls 


snowfall on the San Jose hills either 
in the year 1881 or 1882. The snow 
at that time covered the entire hills 
to the valley and remained on the 
ground all day. Several deer, forced 
from the mountains by the storm 
were tracked in the snow and kill 
ed, Ed Maxey, one of the early pio> 
neers, being one of the successful 
hunters.

Honored by Masons 


Thomas F. (Uncle Tom) Griswold was born March 14, 


1838, at Malone, New York state. As a young man of thirty- 
two, in Necedah, Wisconsin, he took the first degree in Ma- 
sonry, being initiated in April, passed in May and raised to 
the sublime degree of Master Mason in June, 1870. 


Owing to the difficulty of getting to lodge in those days, 


and on account of widely-scattered locations, ten years 
elapsed after he came to California before Uncle Tom had 
opportunity to attend lodge. He then affiliated with Po- 
mona, but took a demit to Azusa when that lodge was in- 
stituted in May. 1891. He became master of that lodge in 
January, 1898. He took a demit to Covina lodge as charter 
member, and has been master of Covina lodge three terms. 
Uncle Tom has been identified with all branches of Masonry 
since their inception in the San Gabriel valley, including the 
Royal Arch chapter in Azusa and Knights Templar in Co- 
vina. He is a past high priest and past eminent,commander 
of these organizations.

This 
well-was pumped continuously from 
July until the rniddle of December, 
pumping a total of 101,466 m. h. i. 
of water at a cost of $1.395 plus 
cents per hundred miner hour inches. 


SAN DIMAS WELL 


—- Due to the small amount of water 
obtainable from the San Dimas well 
in 1928, and the necessity of replac- 
ing about a mile and a half of pipe 
line which was demolished due to the 
improvement of Gladstone avenue 
by the county of Los Angeles, it 
was not deemed practical or econ- 
omical to operate this plant. We 
have, however, a letter on file in 
the ofSee ifrom the Los Angeles 
county road department granting us 
the permission to reconstruct this 
pipeline just back of the curb line 
on the south side of Gladstone ave- 
nue at any time in the future. 


IMPROVE BOOSTERS 


The entire booster equipment at 


the reservoir was altered. The old 
Diesel gas engine equipment was ex- 
changed with the Southern Califor- 
nia Edison company for an electric 
equipment, and also increasing the 
size of our pipelines in the building 
at no cost of any kind, other than 
the cost of power. 


The old electric booster plant, 


which was located on the north slope 
of the reservoir, was removed and 
connected up in the regular booster 
house, thus affording one centralized 
boosting unit under the same roof. 
Now a change from the large boost- 
ing unit to the small one or visa 
versa can be made without disturb- 
ing in the least the flow of water 
being transmitted. 
This combined 


plant operated 3301 hours and boost- 
ed 893,172 m. h. i. of water at a cost 
of .351 plus cents per hundred miner 
hour inches. In this connection, it 
might be well to state that the oper- 
ator who formerly operated only the 


filim' on the' Pnddingstond reservoir 
id the extent of 200 m. h. i. of water 
continuous flo# over 6 certain per- 
iod of the year. This filing was made, 
however, subject to pr^of filings. 


It has not bPen entirely completed 


as yet, but we have been assigned 
our number, application has been 
made, maps of jthe district compiled 
and method of : taluSg .the water out 
of the reservoir outlined and sent 
to the divisioii of ?water rights, who

information;' which it is hoped can 
be given them in the near future, 
thus completing.' dux filing with the 
exception - of .the installation of the 
necessary equipnaent to put the wa- 
ter into cur pipeline, just below the 
dam. Just what ..values will be de- 
rived from .this, filing is problemati- 
cal. However, it was felt that such 
action could do no possible harm and 
might prove of exceptional value in 
the . future. 


THANKS BOARD 


In conclusibn, I wish to take rhis 


opportunity to thank the board of 
directors for their untiring effort, 
loyalty and splendid cooperation in 
coping with the problems that eon- 
fronted -the company during the past 
season. Personally, I feel that the 
year just finished has been a success 
and one of the best that the com- 
pany has enjoyed since its incep- 
tion. The outlook for this season. 
while not altogether to our liking a 
couple of weeks ago, now appears 
much more favorable since rainy 
weather seems to have set in, appar- 
ently in earnest, and the prospects 
for a materially increased supply of 
water from the river now scorns a 
certainty, all of which should tend 
to curtail expenses and reduce the 
amount of assessments. 


I trust that you have all been sat- 


isfied wtih the service rendered last 
year. Let me assure you that wher- 
ever possible it is our sincere .desire 
to give more efficient and better ser- 
vice to each and every stockholder. 
Suggestions, and even oonstructive 
criticisms for the improvement of the 
service to be rendered to the stock- 
holders will be gratefully received 
and appreciated by those who will 
be chosen to represent you for th< 
ensuing year.

BADILLO STREET WELL 


The well drilled on Badillo street, 


tarted in 1928 and completed in 
929, was the initial step taken by 
he board in the development of ad- 
itional water. This well is 518 feet 
leep, equipped with a hundred horse 
>ower motor, fully automatically 
.ontrolled thruout, and a Peerless 
minp, which delivered approximate- 
y 65 inches of water at a cost of 
:2.23 per hundred miner hour inches 
delivered into the reservoir. This 
>lant was the possible exception re- 
lerred to previously in this report 
as not haying been utilized to full 
capacity for the entire season, it 
only having operated 552 hours, 
jumping 33,150 m. h. i. The total 
lost of this well, including site, 
equipment and house, was $13,471.69. 
A pipe line connecting this plant 
with the reservoir on Covina boule- 
vard cost approximately $3,250. 


LA VERNE WELL 


The La Verne well as drilled on 


our own property at or just north 
of the city of La Verne t o a depth 
of 743 feet, cased with double eight- 
[juage 20-inch casing, equipped with 
a 150 horse power motor, fully auto- 
matically controlled thruout, and a 
Peerless pump, with the setting at 
375 feet. This plant, other than the 
Ifact of receding water .levels, has 
filled a long-felt want in that terri- 


Diesel gas engine plant now has 
charge of the b'oosting plant, the 
Badillo street well, the La Verne 
well, and the Valencia street well. 
The fact that all of these plants are 
fully automatic thruout and that one 
man'. can look after and operate all 
of them materially reduces .the over- 
head. 


STEAM PLANT 


The steam plant at Baldwin Park 


produced by far the most economical. 
water. Very little trouble occurred 
to interrupt service. In a year like 
the one we have just experienced, it 
is not only gratifying, but is is ab- 
solutely essential that the main 
source of our water supply be main- 
tained. A total of 2,199,744 m. h. i. 
of water were pumped and boosted 
into the reservoir on East Covina 
boulevard at a total costiof $17,- 
238.89, making the cost per hundred 
miner hour inches for both pumping 
and •boosting, at .7882 plus cents. 


A marked improvement was" made 


during, the past year at this plant 
by the installation of new gas and 
oil burners under each of the boil-

the opinion of a number of 


jwater experts is correct, it should be 
gratifying, to say the least, that 
(when water s once impounded back 
bf.-tho Puddingstone dam in

m. h. i. of alien water to pther, mak- 
ing a grand total of 4,244,682 m. h. i.

Previously in this report the cost 


of pumping water per hundred miner 
hour inches from each individual 
plant has been given. It might be 
interesting to consider the item of 
cost per hundred miner hour inches 
from another angle, viz., the cost 
per m. h. i. using the annual report 
of the secretary showing the entire 
amount of money expended last year, 
deducting only therefrom those items 
representing cost of the new wells 
drilled and equipped under the wa- 
ter development program of 1928 
and 1929.
